That night Mrs. Magill, who is a widow of 
about 50, camped in the open with her be- 
longings, and her daughter Cora, not wisn- 
ing to leave her mother alone, stayed with 
her. When the next day Mr. Foster found 
out that the widow did not have means to 
remove her furniture, * had it removed to 


a warehouse. 


„ » Hated to Leave House. 

But Mrs. Magill could not decide to leave 
the house her husband built for her twenty- 
five years ago. She pabeed another night 
among odds and ends of her household goods 
outdoors. 

This outcome had * foreseen by Mrs. 
Magill and her friends for years, but no per- 
suasion could induce her to leave the sub- 
stantal twelve room house. When the fam- 
ily came to Chicago Mr. Magill was a pros- 
perous Michigan lumberman; he went in the 
contracting business here and in the first 
place built for himself the large two and one- 


half story brick residence in the district de- 


tween the lake and Sheridan road. 

They lived much in seclusion and their 
daughter was not allowed to play with any 
other children but those of Mr. and Mre. 
Clement Jeffers at 941 Galt avenue. When 
Mr. Magill died about seven years ago his 
wife became a hermit. The trees and bushes 
grew wild about the arched porches, and the 
Jeffers children, when playing with Cora, 
were the only: outsiders that ever ventured 
inside the door.

Thugs Kick and Beat a Young Man to 
Death as Boy and His Sister and a 
Friend Look On. 


| Police yesterday morning found the body of 
@ young man at Southport and Belmont ave- 
nues. He had been kicked into insensibility. 
Two hours later he died at Alexian Brothers’ 
hospital. 

In the afternoon the police went far toward 
clearing up the case.

SHE RECALLS TRAGEDY OF NEIGHBOR 


At 2 o’clock yesterday morning Mrs. John 
C. Kuhns, whose husband is assistant pur- 
chasing agent of the IHinois Central rail 
road, entered into and carried out the terms 
of an honorable agreement with a burglar. 

The agreement was made in Mrs. Kuhns’ 
boudoir at her residence, 7120 Luella avenue, 
by the glare of the burgler’s flashlight. In 
a chamber adjoining slept the woman’s hus- 
band and her two children in blissful igno- 
rance of what was happening. 

The agreement was something like this: 
Mrs. Kuhns was not to grow hysterical, cry 
out, or waken her husband. In return the 
burglar was not to murder Mrs. Kuhns or 
molest her husband. 


Despoils Her Sleeping Husband. 

And in the fulfillment of her part of the 
compact Mrs. Kuhns proceeded to turn over 
her Own Valuables, slip into the chamber 
beside her sleeping, husband, remove his 
trousers, rifle them of $10, break open the 
banks of her two babies, push the contents 
into the hands of the robber, end then escort

last night. “ —.— remember the case of 
Clarence D. Hiller a year and a half ago. 
He was chief clerk in the freight depart- 
ment of the Rock Island road and our neigh- 
bor. One night a negro burglar entered the 
room of his two daughters in their house out 
here. Mr. Hiller, awakened by his wife and 
the cries of the children, ran up and seized 
the robber. Mr. Hiller was killed. ‘The 
burglar, Thomas Jennings, was hanged on 
finger print evidence for his murder. 

“That all came to me when I saw the white 
circle of the burglar’s electric lantern creep 
slowly across my dressing table. I sat up in 
bed. The burglar threw the blinding light 
in my face. In his hand Was a revolver. 


Scream Would Mean Death. 

„ II you scream, lady, I'l) have to kill you,’ 
he said. I wanted to scream. But I didn’t. 
After a while I said: ‘My husband and chil- 
dren are asleep in the next room. Please 
don't wake them. I'll do anything you eay.’ 

„He pulled out the dresser drawers, found 
a. few trinkets, put them in his pocket, and 
then started for the Coor of my husband's 
room, 

„Where are you g0ing?’ I asked him. I 
think he said, Through the house.’ 


I'll get you everything of value we have, I 
replied. ‘I know where everything is and 
I don’t want anybody to get burt.’ 

He thought awhile and then promised. 
He sat down in a chair with his revolver on 
the door as I softly opened it. I went toa 
chair beside my husband’s bed. He moved 
in his sleep and held out a hand. I stroked it 
quietly while I reached with the other hand 
for his trousers. Then I slipped back to my 
own room.

Gen. Monteagudo to take su- 
preme command of the troops operating in 
Oriente. 

The government profeswes ignorance of the 
destruction by insurgents of the railways 
between San Luis and Guantanamo and the 
latter place and Boqueron, on Guantananto 
bay. It also says nothing is known of the 
wires on both these roads having been cut, 
but admits there is some interruption in tele- 
Fraphie communication 


Naval Station Isolated. 

Tonight it was impossible to communicate 
with the American naval station at Guan- 
tanamo from Havana. 

Throughout the province of Oriente panic 
reigns. The white people of the province are 
taking refuge in the cities and all mills have 
suspended operations, which involves great 
loss to the sugar industry. 

The local authorities have been unable to 
afford protection to the people. The troops 
are all massed in columns and the rural 
guards are tbo few and too scattered to make 
\any headway against the insurgents. 
| Unable to secure the protection of the 
Cuban authorities, many American planters 
have appealed to the commandant of the 
naval station at 1 to send guards 
of marines, and blu to their planta- 
tions.

The mili on an American plantation at 
Santa Creilia is reported to have been at- 
tacked by a band of insurgents, who dis- 
abled the machinery and also looted it of 
stores. 

Santiago city Is guarded by a corps of 
volunteers, but the town is running short of 
provisions, and the citizens fear they will 
be unable to defend the placé against the 
large insurgent force which is believed to 
be not far distant. 

A great quantity of ammunition was 
shipped eastward from Havana today. Vol- 
unteers are enrolling rapidly at the recruit- 
ing stations at La Punta and Atares Castle. 

The government intends to enroll these 
men in the regular army until it is brought 
up to its full war strength, and thereafter 
to organize volunteer regiments. — 

Havana Roads Guarded. 

Tonight it was reported that there had 
been a renewal of the insurrectionary move- 
ment in Havana city. A small band of armed 
negroes was seen near Marianao. Al roads 
entering the capital continue to be carefully 
guarded to prevent the ingress or exit of 
negroes suspected with being affiliated with 
the race movement.

AUTOIST HELD AS SLAYER 


Corofer’s Jury Lays Manslaugh- 
ter Charge Against N. Cruger. 


RECKLESS, KILLED WOMAN, 


Favors Ordinance Forbidding Drivers 


to Pass Standing Street Cars.

Norman Cruger, manager of the Wilson 
avenue garage, 4551 Kenmore avenue, was 
held to the grand jury on the charge of 
manslaughter yesterday by the coronér’s 
jury after the inquest over the woman known 
as Mrs. May Coles. Cruger’s automobile 
struck and killed her at the gorner of North 
Clark street and Chicago avenue last Satur- 
day night. 

The jury made several recommendations 


| governing the operations of motor vehicles. 


An ordinance making it unlawful for drivers 
to pass on either side of street cars while 
passengers are allghting or getting on was 
recommended. The verdict was drawn up 
by the Rev. William B. Stoskopf, pastor of 
the Episcopal Church of the Ascension, La 
Salle avenue and Elm street. He and the 
Rev. E. J. Wooley, assistant pastor of Moody 
church, served on the jury. 

Mrs. H. C. Fisher of Cleveland, sister of the 
woman who was killed, testified that the vic- 
tim’s real name was Mrs. George Culson, and 
that her husband and 8 year old daughter 
are living in Cleveland. Charlies E. Coles, 
who had deen living with the victim in Chi- 
cago, could not be found by the police yester- 
day. 


Jury Recommends Strict Laws. 

The jury verdict and recommendations fol- 
low: 

On the evidence presented we are of the 
opinion that said automobile was proceeding 
at an excessive and dangerous rate of speed; 
that it was on the side of the etreet usually 
used by north bound traffic and that the 
chauffeur did not use proper care and eau- 
tion in operating the automobile, and we 
therefore recommend that the said chauffeur, 
Norman Cruger, be held to the grand jury 
on a charge of manslaughter until discharged 
by due process of law. 

We further recommend to the proper 
authorities consideration of an ordinance 
to prevent motor driven vehicles from pass- 
ing a street car on the left side and to make 
it unlawful for them to pass a street car on 
either side which is stopped to receive or dis- 
charge passengers; we believe that such an 
ordinance would discourage the drivers of 
motor vehicles using streets upon which 
street car rails are laid and this we consider 
most desirable.“ 


MAYOR IS AUTO SLEUTH. 

Mayor Harrison is practicing what he 
preaches in his campaign against reckless 
automobilists. In addition to requesting a 
new ordinance regulating speed and opera- 
tion of automobiles he is sending warnings 
to owners every time he sees an automobile 
being driven in a manner that shows the 
chauffeur to be careless or reckless. 

This part of the meyor’s campaign came 
out yesterday when he was discussing the 
necessity of having automobile numbers so 
conspicuous that they may be easily read. 

„The fact that I was able to discern the 
number of a car enabled me this morning 
to send à letter of complaint against a chauf- 
teur to an automobile firm,” he said. This 
driver was running his automobile in Wa- 
bash avenue yesterday in a reckless fashion. 
I called the attention of his employers to 
the fact. 

„ Several days ago I wrote similar letters 
to a Wholesale firm and two of the con- 
cern’s drivers, I am told, were warned as 
a result.

BUSINESS AND CROP OUTLOOK | 
BETTER, SAYS E. P. RIPLEY. 


President of Santa Fe Returns from 
Coast and Predicts Bumper Harvests 
in Middle West. 


President E. P. Ripley of the Santa Fé, 
just back from Pasadena, Cal., where he 
makes his winter headquarters, spoke 
optimistically yesterday of the business and 
crop outlook in the west and southwest. He 
also discussed a number of other pertinent 
subjects. 

“The outlook never was better for crops 
in the west and southwest, said Mr. Ripley. 
“There has been an abundance of moisture, 
which means everything In those sections. 
Uniess there is an unusually bad drought or 
continued rain crops should be unusually 
abundant. This means everything to busi- 
ness. 

Current railroad businese shows signs of 
improving conditions. On the Santa Fé the 
gross earnings for May will equal those of 
last year, but the increased cost of operation 
will bring the net earnings considerably be- 
low those for the corresponding period. 

“The Panama canal, I think, will be a bad 
thing for the middle west, for this reason: 
It will decrease the rates from the Atlantic 
coast and give that section an advantage 
over the middle west. I see no reason why 
canal tolls should be free for coast wise steam- 
ships or any others. It will cost $4,000,000 
to $6,000,000 to operate the canal and it tolls 
are not charged the taxes will fall on the 
country at large.“ 

The operating revenue for March of 90 
per cent of the steam railway mileage of 
the United States showed an increase of 
$12,661,901, and the operating expenses a 
corresponding increase of $12,152,304, as com- 
pared with March, 1911, according to a report 
of the Bureau of Railway Economics just 
made public. The net operating revenue 
shows an increase of $500,%i. This is attri- 
buted in the report to the larger returns in- 
cident to increase in railway mileage. An 
average decrease of $3 per mile is shown in 
the net operating revenue for March, as 
compared with March last year. The average 
in 1912 for March was $306, in 1911 it was 


$309.

Tue police stormed the building and suc- 
ceeded in dislodging the mob after 4 severe 
fight, during which eighteen were wounded. 


, Upset Street Cars, Smash Windows. 

The infuriated men first overturned 4 num- 
ber of street cars and then demolished some 
display windows of stores on the principal 
streets. 

They then made a fierce attack on the 
Calvary church, afterward proceeding to 
Neuschloss. where they set fire toa factory, 
feeding the flames with petroleum. The 
rioters beat off the firemen to prevent them 
extinguishing the flames. 

Troops then appeared and this was the 
signal for several volleys of shots and stones. 
to which the soldiers replied with rifle volleys. 
Rioters and troops suffered heavily. 


Strikers Fire from Barricades. 

Five hundred strikers stormed the offices 
of the electric works, but were beaten back 
by the troops. The rioters, most of whom 
are tr&ined soldiers and adepts at taking 
cover, fired from barricades. 

The rioting continued until late in the aft- 
ernoon in several of the outer sections. de- 
spite the fact that a meeting of the strikers 
held at noon passed a resolution in favor of 
a general return to work. The labor leaders 
urged the men to avoid excesses. 


LONDON FACES RUINOUS STRIKE. 
{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, May 24.—Today's developments 
have brought London face to face with the 
certainty of another prolonged, ruinous 
strike. Both masters and men seem deter- 
mined not to give way. 

All that has happened during the day has 
served to accentuate the differences between 
the employers and the employed in the trans- 
port workers’ dispute. A government in- 
quiry has been started, but it is not likely 
to have an immediate influence on the course 
of events. 

The price of foodstuffs must soon be af- 
fectéd. The most radical section of the 
strikers this afternoon threatened that they 
would soon hold London's food supply in 
their hands. 

The transport workers’ strike committee 
passed a resolution that no seetion of the 
affiliated societies should return to work 
until the grievances of Il have been settled 
to their satisfaction. Over 100,000 men are 
now idle, but in spite of this the strike call 
has not been wholly obeyed. Some thousands 
in affiliated bodies, including most of the 
car men, are working, but the recalcitranta 
will probably obey the strike call soon. 


OBJECT TO STREET. OPENING.

PETTY GRAFTING BY MEMBERS 
CHARGED ON FLOOR OF HOUSE 


Accusation by Chairman of Appropria- 
tions Committee Causes Rumpus in 
the Lower Branch of Congress, 


Washington, D. C., May 24.—A charge that 
members of the house were guilty of petty 
grafting was made on the floor today by 
Representative Fitzgerald, chairman of the 
appropriations committee. 

The allegation precipitated a wordy war, in 
the course of which Mr. Fitzgeraid himself 
was accused of having submitted for pay- 
ment bills for material for which there was 
no provision by law. 

The clash marked the consideration of the 
emergency appropriation bill, carrying $201,- 
000 for the expenses of the house. The bill 
makes strict regulations on the subject of 
telegrams. 

“ The sending of telegrams by members of 
this house,” declared Mr. Fitzgerald, * has 
degenerated into a crying abuse. The char- 
acter of many of these telegrams is unjusti- 
able and not by the widest stretch of the 
imagination could they be construed as of- 
clal. And yet members send these messages 
at government expense.“ 

Several members denounced the attempt to 
curtail the telegraphing privilege, contend- 
ing the house might as well deprive its mem- 
bers of the telephone and the franking priv- 
Uege. 

The strictest prohibitions were stricken 
out, 140 to 102, and the bill then passed.

Parallel with this th — confer- 
ence on the high cost of living should be un- 
dertaken. ‘There is virtually unanimous 
indorsement from American economists and 
many men of affairs favor it. In an impor- 
tant phase theinquiries dovetail, for the de- 
mands ot labor are fortified by the increase 
in the cost of necessaries. For example, an 
English economist who has just completed 
an exhaustive investigation of the rise of 
prices in England, ascribes to it a good deal 
of the political and social unrest in Great 
Britain. 

The house committee on foreign affairs 
has recommended the conference on the high 
cost of living and the house commi 
labor has recommended the industrial com- 
mission. Perhaps the powers that be intend 
that the matter shall rest thers. We hope 
not.

Men and women pees 40 begin to ac- 
cumulate fat—th come obese. An 
examination of th id made during 
the same age. peri ows it is becom- 
ing senile. Thyroid, skillfully used, is 
of service in reducing obesity in this 
group of people. Their obesity can be 
reduced by regulating their food without 
giving thyroid, but the use of thyroid 
permits of greater penny in the dieting. 


When the thyroid is markedly dis- 
eased, definite intoxication results. The 
subject is mentally irritable and, as the 
intoxication progresses, other symptoms 
deveiop. When the adrenals are in part 
destroyed, low blood pressure and Addi- 
son’s disease result. When there is not 
enough of a cegtain pancreatic secretion 
diabetes results. 

Knowing these facts, the foundation 
is laid for much more knowledge of the 
effects of changes in the secretions of the 
ductiess glands. Here and there, In a 
medical society, papers are being read, 
research is being recorded. Occasion- 
ally an essayist will report a plain mat- 
ter of fact series of observations on the 
effect of changes due to altered secretions 
of the ductless glands. About this re- 
port there will be nothing dramatic, no 
“story.”

I have kept this weight 
consistently for two years, or ever since 
getting over my first breakdown. I carry no 
temperature now, and faven’t for over a 
year; cough some, especially in the morn- 
ings, and raise on an average two ounces a 
day. What should my weight be, and will it 
benefit me to make a special effort to in- 
crease it, assuming that I am able to do it? 
I smoke three cigars every day and occa- 
sionally four. Do you think I should stop? 
I take little exercise—about one hour dafly— 
and time gets heavy on my hands. The 
smoking seems to help this. After lunch I 
smoke a cigar and immediately drop off to 
sleep for about two hours. Without it, I can- 
not go to sleep at all.“

Louisville, Ky., May 24.—[{Special.]—The 
Presbyterian general assembly placed itself 
on record today as favoring universal peace, 
and assured all those who are working 
toward that end that Presbyterians are 
praying for the reign of the love of the 
fatherhood of God and brotherhood of man 
and the consequent fraternizing of the na- 
tions. 

The Rev. John B. Shaw, D. D., of Chi- 
cago Second church was reappointed as a 
representative of the assembly on the coun- 
cil of reformed churches of North America. 

Henry P. Crowell of Chicago was elected 
as one of the six additional members of the 
board of church erection, provided by the 
adoption of the executive commission's re- 


port,

The assembly declined to permit the synod 
of Indiana to recommend two of its mem- 
bers, the Rev. J. S. Howk, D. D., and the 
Rev. H. B. Hostetter, to be members of 
the Anti-Saloon league of that state. The 
fight against the church there aligning itself 
with political moyements was led by B. W. 
Haynes, an elder in the First church of 
Portland, Ore. 

Of the many exhibits displayed at the as- 
sembly none has elicited more favorable 
comment than that of the McCormick Theo- 
logical seminary of Chicago. The exhibit 
was prepared by the students of that in- 
atitution, under the direction of the Rev. 
Edgar P. Hill, D. D., superintendent of the 
church extension of the presbytery of Chi- 
cago and a member of the faculty of Mo-
